“ GOVERNMENT LIQUOR ACT, 1953” 


HIS HONOUR the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council has been pleased to order that, under the 
provisions of the “ Government Liquor Act, 1953,” 
chapter 14 of the Statutes of 1953 (Second Session), 
the amendments of the regulations of the Liquor 
Control Board, made by Resolution No. 21,901 of 
the said Board on the 6th day of April, 1955, set 
out hereunder, be approved. 

Resolution No. 21,901.—Resolved that the regu-

Regulation 15: By deleting “1 a.m.” in the 
third line of subregulation (2), and substituting 
therefor “2 a.m.”; by inserting after “shall,” in 
the third line of subregulation (4), the words 
“unless otherwise ordered by the Board.” i 

Regulation 24: By striking out subregulation 
(1), and substituting the following:— 

“(1) Every public house and lounge shall make 
available for its customers wrapped sandwiches, 
packaged nuts, potato chips, cheese straws, pretzels, 
or other edibles of a similar nature, and soft drinks 
or fruit or vegetable juices, for which a reasonable 
charge may be made.” 

Regulation 31a: By inserting the following as 
Regulation 314:— 

“31a. Where a club is the holder of a dining- 
lounge or lounge licence, the Board may direct 
that such licence shall entitle the members of the 
club to keep on the club premises a reasonable 
quantity of liquor for personal consumption on the 
club premises.”

“COURT RULES OF PRACTICE ACT” 


HIS HONOUR the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council has been pleased to order that, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the “Court Rules of 
Practice Act,” R.S.B.C. 1948, chapter 293, and all 
other powers thereunto enabling, the ‘“ Supreme 
Court Rules, 1943,” be amended as follows:— 


1. By inserting after the word “shall” in the 


sec line of Rule 8, Order 65, the works “ except 
here the bill for such costs is in the form per- 
mitted for lump-sum charges by the ‘Legal Pro- 


fessions Act, 1955,.’” 
2. By adding after the word “ aforesaid ” in the 


lastline of Regulation (41) of Rule 27, Order 65, 
e following: “ Provided that this regulation shall 
not apply to lump-sum bills.” 


3. By adding after Rule 32 the following:— 

* 33. The taxing officer shall have power where 
any bill is rendered on a lump-sum basis in pur- 
suance of the provisions of the ‘ Legal Professions 
Act, 1955,’ and in lieu of a bill itemized under 
Schedule 4, 5, or 6, Appendix M of the Rules of 
the Supreme Court, to allow, upon taxation, a 
lump-sum charge for fees without requiring that 
such bill be itemized or related to the items of fees 
contained in the said Appendix M, at such sum as 
he shall deem reasonable in all the circumstances. 


“34. Every such lump-sum bill shall contain 
such description of the nature of the services and 
of the matter involved as would in the opinion of 
the taxing officer afford any solicitor sufficient in- 
formation to advise a client upon the reasonable- 
ness of the charge made, and if sufficient informa- 
tion shall not have been included, the taxing 
officer may adjourn the taxation from time to time 
in order that the same may be supplied, and any 
costs occasioned by such adjournment shall be in 
the discretion of the taxing officer. 


“35. Any party to a taxation of any such lump- 
sum bill may put in evidence the opinion of any 
solicitor of the Supreme Court of British Columbia 
in good standing as to the nature and importance 
of the services therein specified and of the matter 





involved and the reasonableness of the charges 
made therefor, and due weight shall be given to 
such opinion, provided that no party shall be 
entitled to put in evidence the opinions of more 
than two solicitors, and every such solicitor giving 
such opinion may be required to attend for exam- 
ination and cross-examination.”

ACT”

PRIVATE BILLS 





EXCERPT FROM STANDING ORDERS RELATING TO 
PRIVATE BILLS 


100. (1) All applications to the Legislative 
Assembly for Private Bills of any nature whatso- 
ever shall require the publication of a notice clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of 
the application, and when the application refers to 
any proposed work, indicating sufficiently the loca- 
tion of the work, to be signed by or on behalf of 
the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in The British 
Columbia Gazette and once a week in one leading 
daily newspaper freely circulating in all parts of 
the Province. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such a nature 
that it may particularly affect one or more electoral 
districts, the notice shall furthermore be published 
once a week if possible in some newspaper in every 
electoral district affected, or if there be no news- 
paper published therein, then in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the electoral district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall in all 
cases be continued for a period of four weeks 
during the interval of time between the close of 
the next preceding Session and the consideration 
of the petition. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill shall be 
received by the House after the first ten days of 
each Session, nor may any Private Bill be presented 
to the House after the first three weeks of each 
Session, nor may any report of any Standing or 
Select Committee upon a Private Bill be received 
after the first four weeks of each Session, and no 
motion for the suspension or modification of this 
Standing Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by the Com- 
mittee on Standing Orders, or after reference made 
thereof at a previous sitting of the House to the 
Standing Committees charged with the considera- 
tion of Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be suspended or 
modified as aforesaid, the promoters of any Private 
Bill which is presented after the time hereinbefore 
limited, or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall in either 
case pay double the fees required in respect of such 
Bill by this rule, unless the House shall order to 
the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain any Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House, eight 
clear days before the opening of the Session: — 

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 
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(b) A copy of the petition to be presented to 
the House: 


(c) Copies of the notices published, with publi- 
cation proved by a statutory declaration or 
affidavit to the satisfaction of the Clerk of 
the House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill and peti- 
tion the applicant shall also pay to the Clerk of 
the House the sum of three hundred dollars. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and notices 
proved as aforesaid shall not have been so deposited 
in the hands of the Clerk of the House at least eight 
clear days before the opening of the Session or if 
the petition has not been presented to the House 
within the first ten days of the Session, the amount 
to be paid to the Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. 
If the Bill shall not pass second reading one-half 
of the fees shall be returned. 


101. Every petition signed by an agent or attor- 
ney in fact shall be accompanied by the authority 
of such agent or attorney in fact, and the petition 
shall not be deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 


102. Before any petition praying for leave to 
bring in a Private Rill for the erection of a toll-

8. Every licence other than a licence restricted 
in the manner provided in Regulation 9 shall be 
valid to authorize the distribution of milk within 
the whole of the area in respect of which it is 
issued, but no such licence shall be valid for the 
said purpose outside such area. , 

9. Upon issuing a licence, the Board may restrict 
the geographical limits within which that licence 
shall be valid to authorize the distribution of milk 
to such portion or portions of an area as the Board 
may consider proper: No such licence shall be 
valid for the said purpose beyond the geographical 
limits for which it is issued. 

10. Subject to the provisions of these regula- 
tions relating to the suspension and revocation of 
licences, every licence shall expire at midnight on 
the thirty-first day of March next following the 
issue thereof. 

11. In respect of each licence issued under these 
regulations, there shall be payable to the Board 
licence fees to include a registration fee of one 
dollar and licence fees to cover the cost of regulat- 
ing the marketing of milk, which licence fees shall 
be computed as follows:— 


(1) For a Class I licence: — 

(a) Subject to the provisions of (d), at 
the rate of one cent for every hundred 
pounds of whole milk supplied to the 
licence-holder by any holder of a quota 
allotted under these regulations by any 
licensed producer: 

(b) Subject to the provisions of (d), at 
the rate of one-quarter of a cent for every 
pound of butter-fat in the form of cream 
supplied to the licence-holder by any holder 
of a quota allotted under these regulations: 

(c) At the rate of two cents for every 
hundred pounds of milk reconstituted in 
fluid form and sold by the licence-holder: 

(d) Where whole milk or butter-fat in 
the form of cream is supplied to any vendor 
by any agent for producers or by any co- 
operative association distributing milk pro- 
duced by the members of such association, 
the quantity of whole milk or butter-fat so 
supplied shall be deducted from the quantity 
of whole milk or butter-fat upon which 
licence fees would otherwise be payable by 
such agent or association under (a) and (4): 


For a Class II licence, at the rate of five 
dollars for each vehicle operated by the 
licence-holder for or in connection with 
the distribution of milk: 


For a Class III licence, at the rate of two 
cents for every hundred pounds of milk 
sold by the licence-holder to the public. 
The weight of milk sold may be computed 
on the basis of the following table: —

(4) For a Class IV licence: — 

(a) At the rate of one cent for every 
hundred pounds of whole milk supplied to 
a vendor: 

(hb) At the rate of one-quarter of a cent 
for every pound of butter-fat in the form of 
cream supplied to a vendor for use in the 
fluid trade. 

12. The licence fees payable to the Board under 
Regulation 11 shall be paid at the times and in the 
manner following:— 

(1) Every holder of a Class I licence shall, not 

later than the twentieth day of each month, 


remit to the Board the total licence fees 
payable on the basis of milk supplied to 
him during the previous calendar month: 
Every holder of a Class II licence shall 
forthwith, upon the issue to him of such 
licence, remit the total licence fees payable 
in respect of such licence. In the event of 
the licence-holder subsequently operating 
any additional vehicle in respect of which 
licence fees are payable, he shall, within 
fourteen days after commencing to operate 
such vehicle, remit to the Board the fees for 
such additional vehicle: 

Every holder of a Class III licence shall, 
not later than the twentieth day of each 
month, remit to the Board the total licence 
fees payable on the basis of the milk sold 
by him to the public during the previous 
calendar month: 

Every vendor shall, before making payment 
to any producer for milk supplied to him by 
such producer, deduct from the total amount 
payable to such producer the total Class IV 
licence fees payable by such producer for 
the period in respect of which such milk 
was supplied, and such vendor shall, not 
later that the twentieth day of each month, 
remit to the Board the total sum so deducted. 

13. Every producer-distributer who fails to com- 
ply with Regulation 12 (3) and every vendor who 
fails to comply with Regulation 12 (1) or Regula- 
tion 12 (4) shall pay to the Board a penalty of two 
per cent of the licence fees due and payable for 
each day he is in default with such payment. 

14. Every milk-distributer who fails promptly 
to pay licence registration fees or licence fees in the 
manner prescribed by these regulations shall, in 
addition to any penalty for which he may be liable 
under Regulation 13, be liable to have his licence 
suspended or revoked by the Board. 

15. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary 
contained in these regulations, it shall not be neces- 
sary for any producer whose Class IV licence is 
in good standing to make application for the 
renewal of such licence, which shall continue 
renewed from year to year unless abandoned by 
the licensee. 


16. On the thirty-first day of March in each 
year every vendor shall supply to the Board the 
names and addresses of all licensed producers sup- 
plying milk to him, and he shall at the same time 
remit to the Board the sum of one dollar on behalf 
of each such producer in payment of the registra- 
tion fee payable for the renewal of each such 
producer’s licence. 


17. Every licence issued under these regulations 
shall be subject to suspension or revocation by the 
Board at any time for failure by the licensee to 
comply with any provisions of the Act or of any 
regulation made thereunder, or with any provision 
of the “ Creameries and Dairies Regulation Act,” 
the “ Milk Act,” the “ Contagious Diseases (Ani- 
mals) Act” or any regulation made thereunder, or 
with any by-law relating to the production, distri- 
bution, or marketing of milk, or to any of the 
matters referred to in the said Acts. 


18. Whenever any licence issued under these 
regulations is for any reason suspended by the 
Board and such suspension has not been withdrawn 
within thirty days after the date of the suspension, 
such licence shall be deemed to have been revoked. 


19. It shall be a term of every licence issued 
under these regulations that the same shall not be 
transferable. 


Part V.m—Payment for Milk 


20. (1) In each area every vendor shall, at 
intervals not exceeding one month and not later 
than the fifteenth day of the month immediately 
following the month during which the milk to be 
paid for was supplied, pay in’cash or by bank 
cheque which is immediately negotiable for all 
milk supplied to him during the previous calendar 
month by licensed producers at the price or at not 
less than the minimum price fixed in such area by 
the Board for such milk or any class or classes, 
grade or grades thereof. 


(3) 


(4) 
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(2) Any milk supplied to a vendor by any agent 
for producers or by any co-operative association 
distributing milk produced by the members of such 
association shall be deemed to have been supplied 
by the licensed producers who produced such milk. 
Nothing herein contained shall require any vendor 
to make payment for such milk to any person other 
than the agent for producers or co-operative associ- 
ation which delivered such milk; provided that 
there shall have been given to such vendor written 
authority to make payment for such milk to such 
agent or to such co-operative association. 

21. Every vendor, when making any payment, 
shall furnish to the payee a statement showing in 
detail the total weight of milk received from that 
payee during the period for which payment is 
made; the weight, price, and the amount paid for 
the milk supplied to that vendor for his whole-milk 
requirements for such period; the weight, price, 
and the amount paid for the milk supplied to that 
vendor in excess of his whole-milk requirements 
for such period; the butter-fat test for all milk 
supplied; the total payment; and all authorized 
deductions, fully itemized; provided that where 
payments are made more often than is required by 
these regulations, it shall be sufficient compliance 
with this regulation if all authorized deductions 
itemized as aforesaid are shown once a month in 
one of the statements furnished. 

22. No vendor shall deduct from any payment 
to any payee any amount other than amounts 
actually paid by such vendor for one or more of 
the following purposes:— 

(1) Charges paid on behalf of such payee for 

the freight of his milk to the plant of such 

vendor: 
) Can-rental paid on behalf of such payee: 
) Licence fees payable to the Board for such 
payee’s Class IV licence if such payee is a 
licensed producer: 
Any item or items duly authorized in writ- 
ing by the Board. 


Part VI.— Quotas 


23. (1) The quantity of milk which a producer 
shall be entitled to deliver daily to a vendor for the 
daily whole-milk requirements of such vendor shall 
be determined by a quota allotted to that producer 
by the Board. 


(2) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary 
contained in this Part, no producer shall be entitled 
to deliver milk to a vendor for the whole-milk 
requirements of such vendor or to obtain a quota 
unless he is the holder of a Class IV licence. 

24. Save as is otherwise provided in these regu- 
lations, every quota shall be established in the 
following manner:— 


(1) The average daily weight of milk delivered 
by a producer to a vendor shall be com- 
puted by dividing the aggregate of the weight 
of milk delivered by such producer during 
the basic term established for the year in 
which the quota is established by the num- 
ber of days in such basic term: 

The total whole-milk requirements of such 
vendor for such basic term expressed in 
pounds of milk shall be divided by the 
aggregate of the weight of milk delivered 
to such vendor during such basic term: 


The average daily weight of milk delivered 
to such vendor by such producer, as estab- 
lished in (1), shall be multiplied by the 
factor obtained from the calculation set out 
in (2), and the resulting figure, expressed 
in pounds, shall be the quota of such 
producer. 

25. The quota so established for any producer 
shall be allotted by the Board to such producer 
and shall become effective from the first day of 
March in the year in which it is established; pro- 
vided that no quota shall be allotted to any pro- 
ducer who has failed to deliver milk to a vendor 
on any one of the last seven consecutive days of 
the basic term; provided further that for the pur- 
poses of this regulation the said last-mentioned 
proviso shall not apply to a producer whose daily 
supply of milk to a vendor is in the ordinary course 
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delivered at regular intervals exceeding one day 
and whose deliveries of milk are made at such 
intervals during the said seven-day period. 

26. Every quota allotted to a producer shall 
remain in force until cancelled. 

27. During the whole of the period in which a 
quota is in force, the vendor in respect of whose 
whole-milk requirements such quota has been 
allotted to a producer shall be obliged to accept 
from such producer the delivery of a daily supply 
of milk not exceeding the amount of such quota. 

28. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary 
contained in these regulations, no milk delivered 
by any producer and declared by a qualified person 
duly authorized by law to test milk to be unsuitable 
for the fresh fluid-milk trade shall be considered 
as having been supplied for the whole-milk require- 
ments of any vendor. 

29. No producer shall be obliged to deliver to 
any vendor with respect to the whole-milk require- 
ments of whom such producer has been allotted a 
quota any milk in excess of such quota. 

30. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary 
contained in these regulations: — 

(1) If the whole-milk requirements of any ven- 
dor in an area during any basic term are 
fully met by the milk delivered by the pro- 
ducers within such area who have been 
allotted quotas with such vendor, no quota 
shall be allotted to or continued with any 
producer for the delivery within such area 
of milk produced outside such area: 


No producer shall be allotted more than 
one quota except with the written approval 
of the Board. 


31. (1) The quota allotted to each producer 
shall be increased or decreased in respect of every 
calendar month according to the percentage by 
which the total weight of the whole-milk require- 
ments for such month of the vendor with whom 
such producer has been allotted a quota has ex- 
ceeded or fallen short of the total quantity of 
milk which all the producers who have been 
allotted quotas with such vendor are entitled to 
deliver under such quotas; provided that where a 
vendor makes payments more often than is re- 
quired by these regulations for milk delivered to 
him by producers, the quotas allotted to such 
producers may be increased or decreased in respect 
of the periods for which such payments are made. 


(2) Where during any calendar month:— 


(a) Any milk delivered by a producer during 
any calendar month has been declared by 
a qualified person duly authorized by law to 
test milk to be unsuitable for the fresh 
fluid-milk trade; or 

A producer’s licence has been suspended by 
the Board,— 

the quota of such producer as increased or de- 
creased in accordance with the provisions of (1) 
shall be decreased, or further decreased, as the case 
may be, by the proportion which the number of 
days within such month during which such milk 
was unsuitable for use in the fiuid-milk trade or 
during which such licence was under suspension 
bears to the number of days comprising such month. 


32. Where the total weight of milk delivered by 
a producer to a vendor during the whole of any 
calendar month does not exceed the total weight 
of milk which such producer is entitled to deliver 
to such vendor during the whole of such month 
under the quota of such producer as increased or 
decreased for such month in accordance with the 
provisions of Regulation 31 (1), all the milk so 
delivered shall be deemed to have been delivered 
for the whole-milk requirements of such vendor. 


33. If in any year the quota allotted to a pro- 
ducer exceeds the average daily weight of milk 
supplied by such producer during the basic term 
established for such year, such quota may, on the 
first day of March in such year, be reduced in the 
discretion of the Board by an amount not greater 
than such excess; provided that for the purposes 
of this regulation no regard shall be had to any 
increase or decrease of such quota made in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Regulation 31. 


(b) 
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34. Where in any year:—_ 

(a) Any of the milk delivered by a producer 
during the basic term established for that 
year has been declared by a qualified person 
duly authorized by law to test milk to be 
unsuitable for the fresh fluid-milk trade, or 
A producer’s licence has been suspended by 
the Board at any time during the basic term 
established for such year,— ; . 
the quota of such producer may in the discretion 
of the Board be decreased by an amount not 
exceeding the proportion which the number of 
days within such basic period during which such 
milk was unsuitable for use in the fluid-milk trade 
or during which such licence was under suspension 
bears to the number of days comprising such basic 
period. 

35. Where in any year the total whole-milk 
requirements of any vendor during the basic term 
established for such year exceed or fall short of 
the aggregate weight of milk which all producers 
are entitled to deliver to such vendor during such 
basic term under the quotas allotted to such 
producers, the Board may in its discretion do one 
or both of the following:— 

(1) Increase or decrease all or any of the quotas 

allotted to producers supplying milk to such 
vendor: 
Allot to a producer or producers without 
quotas a quota or quotas to supply milk to 
such vendor for his whole-milk require- 
ments. 

36. No quota allotted under these regulations 
shall be transferred. 

37. Upon the abandonment or revocation of the 
Class IV licence of any producer, the quota allotted 
to such producer shall automatically be cancelled 
and may be reallotted by the Board as it sees fit. 

38. For the purposes of this Part, every co- 
operative association delivering milk produced by 
the members of such association shall, as between 
such co-operative association and its members, be 
deemed to be a vendor and, as between such co- 
operative association and the vendors of the milk 
delivered to such vendors, be deemed to be a 
licensed producer; and every agent for producers 
delivering milk produced by the principals of such 
agent shall, as between such agent and its princi- 
pals, be deemed to be a vendor and, as between 
such agent and the vendors of the milk delivered 
by such agent to such vendors, be deemed to be 
a licensed producer. 


Part VII. Quota Committee 


39. (1) In respect of each licensed vendor there 
shall be established an advisory committee known 
as a “Quota Committee,” which shall consist of a 
Chairman appointed by the Board and two mem- 
bers, one of whom shall be a representative ap- 
pointed by such vendor, and the other of whom 
shall be a representative elected before the first 
day of June in each year by the producers who 
have been allotted quotas in respect of such ven- 
dors in a manner to be determined by the majority 
of such producers, or, failing such election, a 
producer nominated by the Board. 

(2) The Chairman of each Quota Committee 
shall be the convener of such Committee and shall 
be entitled to vote on all matters, and in the case of 
a tie shall have a second or casting vote. 

(3) The Chairman and one member shall con- 
stitute a quorum. 

40. Each Quota Committee shall have power to 
make recommendations to the Board in respect of 
the following matters:— 

(1) The reduction of quotas under Regulation 

33 and Regulation 34: 
(2) The increase, decrease, and further allot- 
ment of quotas under Regulation 35: 

(3) The reallotment of quotas which have been 

cancelled: 


(bd) 
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(4) All other matters upon which the Board 

may invite recommendations. 

41. (1) In making a recommendation that a 
quota of a producer shall be reduced, a Quota 
Committee shall give due consideration to any 
representations submitted by or on behalf of such 
producer. 

(2) In making any recommendation regarding 
the increase, further allotment, or reallotment of 
quotas, a Quota Committee shall give due consider- 
ation to applications for quotas made by producers 
to whom no quotas have been allotted. 

42. The Board shall give due consideration to 
the recommendations of every Quota Committee 
but shall not be bound to follow the same. 

43. (1) The Board, upon receipt of a recom- 
mendation of a Quota Committee that an applica- 
tion be refused, shall mail a copy of such recom- 
mendation to the applicant for such quota. 

(2) Such applicant shall, within twenty-eight 
days after a copy of such recommendation has been 
mailed to him, be entitled to make representations 
to the Board in respect of such recommendation, 
and the Board shall give due consideration to such 
representations as well as to the recommendation 
of the Quota Committee, and shall advise the 
applicant in writing of its decision. 

44. Quota Committees shall furnish reports at 
such times and in such form as the Board may 
from time to time require. 


Part VIII.—General 


45. No producer-distributer shall obtain milk 
which he may require for sales in excess of the 
milk produced by his own herd, excepting from 
another producer-distributer or a vendor licensed 
by the Board to distribute milk in the same area. 
Milk so obtained shall be packaged, ready for 
distribution, by the original licensee. 

46. No milk-distributer shall operate any vehicle 
for the distribution of milk to the public without 
first having the name under which his business is 
conducted printed in plainly legible characters on 
both sides of said vehicle. 

47. Upon receipt by the Board of an application 
in writing by any person affected by any decision 
of the Board, within seven days of the making of 
such decision the Board shall furnish to such person 
its reasons for such decision. 

48. Order No. 50 and Order No. 54 of the 
Board are hereby rescinded; provided that:— 

(1) Every licence issued by the Board which is 

still in force shall be deemed to have been 
issued under these regulations: 
No person shall be relieved of the necessity 
of obtaining any licence required under 
these regulations notwithstanding that such 
person may already hold a licence of another 
class: 


Every quota allotted by the Board which is 
still in force shall be deemed to have been 
issued under these regulations. 


49. These regulations shall come into force on 
the first day of May, 1955.
